A dispatch from Rome reports Guido 
Bacelli. the celebrated statesman and the 
coming premier, as «s>ing— 

"America should keep the Philippines: 
drst, because from the standpoint of In- 
ternational Law she das tbe right of con- 
quest; and. secondly, from tbe stand 
point of policy The I'nited States is the 
only power which can now have them, 
as they should not he receded to Spain, 
which, being without a Beet and finances, 
the Islands would become res derelicta— 
a bone of contention— for the European 
oowers, thereby precipitating the far 
East conflict. If ceded to England, it 
would he considered by Russia and Ger 
many as a casus belli as destroying the 
equilibrium in the far East. The powers, 
therefore, in their heart of hearts hope 
that America will keep the Philip 
pines, as she is the only power capable 
of guaranteeing their neutrality and is 
not susoected of designs of territorial ag 
grandizement." 

In London Sir Charles Dilke. when 
asked whether any question of Interna- 
tional Law or practice affected the United 
States' right to retain tbe Philippines, 
said; 

"None whatever Tbe United Statet 
will unlit the Philippines k-y right of con- 
quest No power or powers will have 
the slightest title to interfere " 

Germany or 
France, for insnince, bring pressure to 
>n the United States tu surrender

THK BUSINESS OF FAKING. 

David admitted that he once said 
that "all men are liars," but afterward 
concluded he was too hasty. All man 
make mistakes, but he who makes a 
mistake is not a liar, if he has appar- 
ently good grouuds for his assertion 
and is not guilty of negligence In try- 
ing to ascertain the truth. 

The liar is he who intentionally de- 
ceives, or who makes false assertions 
recklessly without knowing or oaring 
whether they are true or not. It is 
ezcnse tint a man believes a thing 
be true if be asserts it without the 
slightest evidence to support it. If 
repeats what he knows to be a mere 
rumor, he Is obliged to say that it is 
such. If a story is of an injurious 
nature, it is better not to repeat it at 
all unless there is evidence to support 
it. 

In time of war it is hard to avoid 
mistakes. The regular sources of in- 
formation are closed to some extent, 
often to a great extent. Errors of ob- 
servation, inaccuracy of reports, are in- 
tensified by the obstacles which war 
necessarily throws in the way of ob- 
servation. The temptations to ex- 
aggerate or to falsify which affect the 
agents employed for i 
information increase with the difficulty 
of detecting them. All these things 
ought to be understood by the public, 
and in a reasonable degree they are so. 
The people readily pardon mistakes that 
cannot well be avoided. 

All this, however, is quite apart from 
the efforts that are put forth for the ex- 
press purpose of deceiving the public 
systematically and continually. This is 
the business, or at least the chief busi- 
ness, of what are called the "yellow 
journals." They are conducted on the 
theory that the public is a fool. "What 
is the use," reasons the proprietor of a 
fake newspaper, "of expending large 
sams of money to obtain accurate in- 
telligence, when the public will be far 
better satisfied with a lie? Go to. I 
will hire expert liars to write the news 
in my office and date it in Europe, Asia, 
Africa or the islands of the sea, as the 
case may be, and I will sell it to the 
public In the form of extras or other* 
wise, thereby obtaining mnch gayneful 
pilledge from my dupes. Moreover. I will 
sell this false Intelligence to others, who 
will also sell it to their dupes for law- 
ful money. Should we be detected in 
this game we will all raise our voices 
with one accord and say that our stories 
have been fully confirmed, whereupon 
the Ignorant public will be greatly con- 
fused in mind and keep on buying our 
papers." 

This is the basis on which the busi- 
ness is done. Some of these papers 
have the usual facilities for getting 
accurate news, bat they are not satisfied 
with these. The actual news Is not 
always sensational, and they want a 
sensation for every day; sometimes 
several sensations a day. If nothing 
sensational occurs the liars on the staff 
get orders to Invent it. It is bead- 
lined In letters six Inches to a foot long, 
and is harried oot upon the street, and 
sent by wire to subsidiary liars in other 
parts of the country. 

Practices of this sort »y a few well- 
known papers in the East have caused 
them to be excluded from mos' of the 
principal libraries and reading-rooms of 
the country. Still, though this fact Is 
perfectly well known to all newspaper 
men, there are those who have in former 
days commented on it with severely 
that have availed themselves of the 
service furnished by fake journals, and 
delude their readers from day to day 
with the mult of the Inventive genius 
of the employes of

The Way for Military Operations of 
Uncle 8am in Cuba is Now Clear 
of All Interruption. 



Washington, May 11.— It is hard 
tell whether the naval officials wi 
relieved or disappointed by the ne 
that came late Tuesday afternoon 
both the navy and state departments 
to the effect that the Spanish flying 
•quadron had arrived at Cadis, Spain. 
The safety of the Oregon from attack 
is now completely assured and the way 
is clear for military operations in Cuba 
without running the risk of having 
the oacupying army's line of com- 
munication cut off. On the other 
hand it is believed that 
enduring peace can be secured until 
the Spanish navy has been destroyed 
and it now appears that to do this our 
sailors must make up their minds to 
go after the Spaniards, a task very 
much more difficult than that of meet- 
ing them near our own shores. It was 
suggested by some of the member: 
the war board that there was jui 
possibility that the Spanish squad 
might make a quick passage into 
Pacific through the Suez canal and at- 
tack Dewey at Manila. It is said that 
contrary to the common l 
standing the Suez canal is open 
war ships of belligerent powers, so 
that if the Spanish choose to take this 
course they would have a long stnrt of 
any pursuing fleet from our side of the 
Atlantic. It is scarcely believed how- 
ever that the Spanish are willing to 
take the great risk of exposing to 
attack their own home ports by the 
withdrawal of so considerable a pro- 
portion of their naval strength as 
would be required to overmatch Dewey. 

Nothing was heard from Sampson 
Tuesday, but there is a confident ex- 
pectation that interesting news will be 
coming from his squadron within the 
next 84 hours. Whether this means an 
attack on Porto Rico or not can not be 
learned. 

One effect of the retreat of the Span- 
ish fleet has been to hasten even more 
the preparations already under full 
headway for the dispatching of mili- 
tary expeditions to Cuba. It also 
has caused a complete change 
in the concentration plana Time 
is now believed to be the greater fac- 
tor. There is no longer opportunity 
to indulge in extensive drilling and 
practice maneuvering. The regular 
army troops do not need these ana 
are to be thrown at once into the frny. 
Many of the regiments of the national 
guard which are entering the volun- 
leer service are felt to be sufficiently 
trained from a military point oi view 
to follow the regulars immediately and 
the department Indicated its pur- 
pose Tues.lay of dispatching 
these volunteer troops dir.ctiy 
to the gulfcoast for shipment, instead 
of sending them to Chickamautja. ThU 
disposition was shown by the Change 
in the new orders to the troops, al- 
though there yet maybe a return to 
the original programme of concent™, 
tion if the plana show signs of weak- 
ncss as they develop. The quarter 
master general has already gotten un- 
der charter 27 merchant steamers for 
the transport of troops, and rougbl. 
speaking these should carry ab.iut 
90,000 men. Others are bcin< I to 
cured as .rapidly as posidole. 
The plan of the war department is to 
have these vessels assemble at the .Li- 
ferent gulf ports, Tauii>a, Mouiut. New- 
Orleans and Galveston to take o-i 
troops which will be sent there. Tne 
navy department is expect .d to lur- 
nlsh convoys for these transport*, 
which would be absolutely helpless 
against a Spanish attack. At this 
point there are signs of lriction. First 
the transports will be ob ig 
to await Adm. Sampson's return 
In order to secure proper con- 
voy, and secondly the navy oi>- 
jects very decidedly to undertaken 
the task of convoying a number 
transports. It insists that to a-s ir. 
the ssfety of the convoy of the troo;» 
all of the transports should be gallic 
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and the navy is likely to prevail in 
this.
